Mrs. Blake’s Will. 

The following is a copy of the will of Mrs. 
Elizabeth R. Blake, admitted to probate in 
the St. Louis probate court yesterday: 

June 28, 1876. 

My Will.— I bequeath, to my sister, Mary E. 
Pendleton of Lyons, Wls., Walworth Co., 
mv home place on Second Carondelet avenue 
aiid all my personal property and clothing. 
My piano I will to her daughter Rose, my 
niece, and my go) d watch to Mamie, her sister, 
my ni'ece. 

Then three thousand doll, on reaL estate, 
payable in three years. I will five hundred to 
Waiter Blake, my husband’s brothers Ed¬ 
ward son of Mass. Two hundred to Viola 
Elizabeth Pinkham, sister of Helen Metcalf’s 
daughter, my niece. Five hundred to my 
cousin Philetus Fales for his two children 
Harvey and Maud. 

One thousand doll, for monument for myself 
and dear husband Dr. Aaron Blake born June 
18', 1810 in Mass, died 23 of May 1876 aged 65 
years, 2 months and live days. 

My own expenses or Indebtedness, balance 
to sister Mary E. Pendleton and one hundred 
to Jessie Pennington, girl living wiih me. 

My last testament and will. Elizabeth R. 
Blake, born July 9st 1820 in Maine 

And on the monument have Nellie, the name 
of my Klty, died 13 of June 1876 aged near 18 
years.
